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CIVIL PROCEEDINGS

COMPLAINT NAMES NATIONAL ENERGY DEVELOPMENT, INC., OTHERS

' The Denver Regional Office filed a Complaint for Permanent Injunction on March 31 in
the U.S. District Court for the District of Wyoming against National Energy Develop-
ment, Inc. (also known as International Royalty and Mineral Association), Alan R.
Hanesworth, and William M. Wilson, all of Cheyenne, Wyoming, to enjoin them from
future violations of the antifraud and registration provisions of the securities
laws.

The Complaint alleged, among other things, that defendants engaged in sales to
investors of investment contracts consisting of Wyoming State coal leases assertedly
to be packaged and sold to an overseas third party purchaser. Violations of Sections
17 and 5 of the Securities Act of 1933 and Sections 10(b) and 15(a) of the Securities
Exchange Act of 1934 and Rule 10b-5 were alleged.

In the offer and sale of these securities, Hanesworth and Wilson allegedly misstated
and omitted material facts concerning the return investors were to expect and the
period of time over which that return would occur; the risks associated with the
investment; and the amount, location, and quality of coal as well as the efforts to
geologically explore and develop the coal. = (SEC v. National Energy Development,
Inc., et al., USDC WY, Civil Action No. C-88-0096-B). (LR-11698)

EDGAR BOLTON ENJOINED

-On April 12, the Commission reached a settlement of its case against Edgar Bolton,
who was the president of the Jacquard Division of AM International, Inc. (AMI) from
December 1978 until August 1980. Bolton has agreed to withdraw his Answer to the
Commission's Amended Complaint and, without admitting or denying the allegations,
consented to a Final Judgment permanently enjoining him from aiding and abetting
violations of Sections 13(a) and 13(b)(2) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934.

The Amended Complaint alleges that, pursuant to Bolton's directions, the books of
Jacquard were routinely "kept open® at the end of various months to record revenie-
for products shipped in subsequent months; that Jacquard ‘officials, with Bolton's
knowledge, persuaded Jacquard's foreign distributors to accept shipment of product
well beyond their current needs by offering them special payment terms, transactions
which were, in substance, consignment sales; and that Bolton failed to inform senior
AMI officials responsible for the preparation of its public disclosure documents of
both the "foreign sales push®™ during the second half of fiscal 1980 and the change in
Jacquard's policy of issuing special payment terms to its customers. (SEC v. Edgar
Bolton, SDNY No. 85 Civ. 4787, JES). (LR-11699)

DISGORGEMENT BY ESTATE OF DAVID W.C. CLARK

The Commission. today announced that on April 12 0.S. District Judge Constance Baker
Motley, Southern District of New York, entered a Final Judgment of Equitable Relief
against the Estate of David W.C. Clark in SEC v. Peter N. Brant, et al., 84 Civ, 3470
(CBM). (SDNY). The Estate, which was substituted as defendant in this action after
the death of Clark in January 1988, consented, without admitting or denying the
allegations of the Commission's Complaint, to disgorge $286,010 representing Clark's
share of the profits from the purchases and sales of securities in his account as
described in the Complaint plus interest.

The May 17, 1984 Complaint alleged that between October 1983 and February 1984, Clark
engaged in a scheme with Peter N. Brant, R. PFoster Winans, as well as Kenneth P.
Felis and David J. Carpenter to purchase securities while in possession of material
nonpublic information that the Wall Street Journal was about to publish a positive or
negative article concerning an Issuer of publicly traded securities. The Commission
alleged that as part of the scheme, this nonpublic information had been misappropriated
from the Wall Street Journal by Winans, a reporter at the paper. (SEC v. Peter N.
Brant, et al., 84 Civ. 3470, CBM, SDNY). (LR-11700)
